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CAIRO (AP) 
— Police rein­ 
forcements have been called in. 
Bodyguards 
and 
bulletproof 
limousines have been assigned to 
delegates. Radicals are under sur­ 
veillance, and a special security squad 
has been ordered to keep snipers off 
the Great Pyramid of Cheops. 
Security officials say “everything 
you can imagine” is being done to 
protect the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
talks opening Wednesday from radical 
Palestinians or other Arab terrorists 
trying to sabotage Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s peace drive. 


“We haven’t heard about any plots 
inside Egypt to disrupt the conference, 
but of course there were some threats 
from outside,” said Gen. Baha el Din 
Ibrahim, a top official of the interior 
ministry. 
Citizens of Syria, Libya, Iraq, 
Algeria and South Yemen — the five 
militant Arab opponents of Sadat’s 
peace overtures to Israel — “ will have 
to have a very good reason for 
coming” to be allowed to enter Egypt 
during the conference, one official 
said. 
Gen. Ibrahim said 400 to 500 picked 
officers from Aswan, Alexandria and 
other cities have been brought to Cairo 
for special security duty. Leaves and 


holiday passes have been suspended 
for thousands of local police for the 
duration of the talks. 
“ We have done everything you can 
imagine,” said Ibrahim. 
Israel sent an advance party of three 
security men, and “many more” were 
assigned to protect the Israeli 
delegation, Israeli sources said. U.S. 
State Department security officers 
were brought in to guard the American 
delegation, and the filigree wall 
around the U.S. Embassy was bricked 
in. 
Police officials said 300 officers have 
been assigned to protect foreign 
journalists covering the conference. 
“They have been assigned for their 
protection, not to spy on them.” said 
one official. “The journalists, of 
course, are free to go where they 
wish.” 
An early arrival, David Holden, the 
chief foreign correspondent of the 
London Sunday Times, was shot to 
death last week near the airport; but 
the police say robbery, not politics was 
apparently the motive. 
Gen. Mohammed Amin, in charge of 
criminal affairs, said Holden told 
airport authorities on his arrival that 
he was a “writer.” Had he said he was 
a journalist, “a man would have been 
assigned to him,” the general said.

DES M ay Increase 
Risk O f Cancer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — DES, a drug 
taken by about two million expectant 
mothers to avoid miscarriages, may 
increase the risk of fatal cancers, 
especally of the breast, new evidence 
indicates. 
That suggestion comes 6M> years 
after findings that about 200 daughters 
of women who took the drug in the 
early 1950s developed vaginal and 
cervical cancer. 
Two years ago, researchers also 
found that thousands of sons of DES 
mothers suffered lowered sperm 
counts and other birth defects of the 
reproductive tract. 
The latest evidence was revealed 
Monday when Dr. Sydney M. Wolfe, 
director of the Ralph Nader-financed 
Health Research Group, wrote a letter 
to Health, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano asking 
that doctors alert their DES patients of 
the possible cancer hazard. 
DES is a hormone that was widely 
prescribed until the early 1970s for its 
presumed antimiscarriage benefits. 
But Wolfe says research done by the 
University of Chicago over a 20-month 
period ending in November, 1952, 
showed the drug didn’t significantly 
lower the incidence of miscarriages. 
That research did not stop almost 
automatic prescription of DES by 
some doctors for their pregnant 
patients, he said. 
Follow-up checks on the women 
involved in the Chicago research also 
showed that 31 of 693 DES patients 
developed breast cancer compared to 
only 17 of 668 in non-DES women. 
Among those patients, 12 DES users 
died. Only four of the control-group 
cancers were fatal. 


“ These 
preliminary 
findings 
strongly suggest that there is an in­ 
creased amount of endocrin-related 
cancer, especially breast cancer, in 
DES mothers,” Wolfe wrote in his 
letter to Califano. 
Wolfe suggested more study of the 
drug, with financing coining from the 
profits of the drug’s makers. 
The drug also is used as an morning- 
after birth control pill, a practice 
Wolfe said should be abandoned except 
in cases of rape and incest. 
Dr. John C. Bailer, editor of the 
Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute, called the cancers in DES 
mothers “ killers.” He said the 
frequency of death indicated the the 
drug might trigger cancers that are 
less treatable. 
In addition to use as an an­ 
timiscarriage drug and for morning- 
after birth control, similar synthetic 
estrogen products are used for 
treatment of post-menopausal women 
and as a food additive for cattle. 
In other action relating to sub­ 
stances suspected of causing cancers, 
the Food and Drug Administration has 
announced a ban on five dyes used in 
soaps, lipsticks and other cosmetics. 
None of the five had been approved 
for use in food. The ban takes effect 
Tuesday. 
A sixth dye, Blue No. 6, which also 
had been used in the same cosmetics 
as the others, was ordered banned for 
all uses except as a color identifying 
surgical sutures. The FDA said 
manufacturers of the product had 
failed to submit required data proving 
the blue dye safe for non-surgical 
patients. 
One-Horse M iner Fears 
Federal M ine Inspectors 


LIGONIER, Pa. (AP) - Ted 
Spewock hit the sign that hangs on the 
entrance to the Clark Hollow Mine with 
his open palm. It reads: “ Private 
Property.” 
“See this here,” he said, pointing to 
the sign. “When the federal inspectors 
come, I ask them if they have anything 
invested in this place. Then I tell them 
to get the hell out of here and not keep 
a man from his work.” 
Spewock, 56, is afraid federal safety 
regulations may close his coal mine, so 
he keeps the inspectors out. His mine 
has not been inspected for three years. 
He stooped into the mine’s four-foot 
shaft to fetch Smokey, the 15-year-old 
pony that helps him draw three loads 
of coal daily from the one-man mine. 
“ If they try to shut me down it will be 
over my dead body. 
“This isn’t my dream to be operating 
here by myself,” he said, unbuckling 
the horse’s harness. “ I want'to get that 
straight. I gotta support my family.” 
The output of Spewock’s mine is so 
small that even before the nationwide 
United Mine Workers strike, he could 
not meet the demands of local con­ 
sumers. It is just enough for him to eke 
out a living. 
Spewock opened his southwestern 
Pennsylvania mine 17 years ago. He 
has been working alone since 1970, a 
year after Congress approved the 
federal Coal Mine and Safety Act. 
The law, enacted after 78 people died 
in a 1968 mine explosion near Man­ 
nington, W.Va., required strict safety 
measures too expensive for many 
small mine operators. 
Before the law passed, Spewock had 
two employees shoveling the coal he 
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TOM Wells, chairman of the city 
council safety committee an­ 
nounced that Wednesday’s meeting 
has been indefinitely postponed. 


cut. They produced about 12 tons of 
coal a day — worth more than $600 at 
today’s prices. The mine safety act 
forced Spewock to let his employees 
go. He now digs about two tons a day. 


“The big companies didn’t want the 
small operator in business,” Spewock 
said. “ It’s a pity. If it wasn’t for that 
damn law I could keep a couple guys 
busy.” 


Now he fears federal inspectors will 
force him to shut thexnine altogether. 
“ When I see the federal inspectors 
come here, they just raise the goose 
bumps. I just keep my head above 
water. I don’t make enough to cover 
expenses and replace my machinery 
when it wears out,” he said. 
“What the hell can I do here by 
myself? I can just load enough coal to 
clean the rust off the rails and keep the 
wolves away from the door.” 
Charles Battistoni, district director 
of the Mine Engineering Safety 
Administration, said inspectors are 
delaying possible action until a legal 
opinion is issued on whether the 
federal government can regulate a 
oneman mine. 
Schools Us# Up 
'Calam ity Days' 


OHIO CITY, Ohio (AP) - The 
nearly 430 students in the Ohio City- 
liberty Local school district have been 
out of class for IO days — twice as 
many as they are allowed — because of 
foul weather. 
The northwestern Ohio district is one 
of at least three in the area that have 
used up the five calamity days they are 
allowed for bad weather. Any ad­ 
ditional days must be made up, 
sometimes on weekends and holidays 
after the end of the semester. 
Two other Van Wert County districts 
were in the sixth day out of classes 
Monday, and districts in Mercer, 
Allen, Putnam and Paulding counties 
were up to the five-day limit. 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Israel’s 
delegates to the preparatory Egyptian- 
Israeli peace talks arrived in Cairo 
today aboard an Israeli jetliner 
carrying the inscription “Peace” in 
Arabic and Hebrew. They were 
followed by American and U.N. 
representatives. 
The three Israeli delegates, their 
staff of 27, and 35 journalists flew here 
on an El Al Boeing 707 flying the 
Egyptian and Israeli flags from the 
cockpit windows. Written on one side 
of the fuselage was the Arabic, 
Salaam; on the other the Hebrew, 
Shalom. 
“ We hope that at the next stage the 
delegations of other Arab counties will 
participate in the direct negotiations,” 
said the chief Israeli delegate, Eliahu 
Ben-Elissar, as he left Tel Aviv. 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State Cyrus 
R. Vance arrived in Damascus to try to 
persuade Syrian President Hafez 
Assad to soften his opposition to 
Egypt’s peace overtures and par­ 
ticipate in the Cairo conference. Vance 
flew to the Syrian capital from Beirut 
as he continued his six-nation tour of 
the Middle East. 
In another development, Saudi 
Arabia radio reported that Jordan’s 
King Hussein, who has been trying to 
heal the Arab split over Egypt’s 
conciliation with Israel, will visit Saudi 
Arabia next Saturday to confer with 
King Khaled. Vance also plans to visit 
oil-rich Saudi Arabia, the chief 
bankroller of both Egypt and Syria. 
In Cairo, armed troops surrounded 
the runway where the Israeli plane 
landed, and about 30 Egyptian airport 
workers stood around to watch it touch 
down. 
The door opened and Maj. Gen. 
Avraham Tamir, the Israeli military 
delegate, appeared. 
“The Israelis have come! They have 
come!” one of the workers shouted. 
“ Let’s hope they do something about 
peace,” said another. 
In the cockpit of the plane were three 
former Israeli air force men who were 
shot down over Egypt. 
Fire K ills 7 
In Providence 
Dorm itory 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (AP) - A fire 
apparently touched off by a hair-dryer 
swept through the fourth floor of a 
women’s dormitory at Providence 
College early today, killing seven 
women and injuring at least 15 others, 
fire officials said. 
Two of the women died when they 
jumped from their window onto the 
frozen, snow-covered ground, just 
seconds before firefighters could have 
reached them with a safety ladder, 
authorities said. 
Hundreds of other residents of 
Aquinas Hall were forced out into the 
cold night air after the first alarm was 
sounded at 2:56 a.m. The fire was 
controlled about an hour later. 
Hours after the blaze was ex­ 
tinguished, the death toll was reported 
at eight, but a further check showed 
only seven had died. 
Fire officials said. the blaze was 
limited to the top floor of the four-story 
dormitory. One investigator, who 
asked that his name not be used, said 
the blaze apparently started in a closet 
where a coed was drying her clothes 
with a hair dryer. 
I>eo Trambukis, Providence public 
safety commissioner, said six of the 
victims either died in the dorm or 
when they jumped from their rooms. A 
seventh was dead on arrival at Roger 
Williams Hospital in Providence. 
The fire investigator said two of the 
three girls sharing the room where the 
fire started jumped to their deaths 
from a window. The third was rescued 
by firefighters using a ladder truck. 
“If they (the two girls who jumped) 
had waited five more seconds, they 
would have been saved,” the in­ 
vestigator said. 
Officials at Roger Williams Hospital 
said nine coeds were brought there, 
including the one who died en route. 
Five other students were taken to 
Rhode Island Hospital and oe went to 
Miriam Hospital. 
Several of the women were listed in 
serious condition. 
About 4,100 students attend the 
college, which is the only institution of 
higher education operated by the 
Dominican Fathers, a Catholic order 
of priests. 


The delegation was greeted in the 
chill morning air by Ambassador Said 
Hamza, Egypt’s chief of protocol. 
No Israeli flags were flying, and 
there was no band. 
The Israelis walked to a waiting 
helicopter that flew them to the Mena 
House, the historic old hotel at the fqot 
of the Great Pyramid of Cheops, where 
the conference President Anwar Sadat 
has called to make preparations for a 
Geneva peace conference that opens 
Wednesday.

The Israelis were met in the lobby of 
the hotel by A. Esmat Abdel Meguid, 
Egypt’s ambassador to the United 
Nations and the head of the Egyptian 


delegation for the talks, and the local 
governor, Abdel Akher. 
The other members of the Egyptian 
delegation are Osama El Baz, a 
Foreign Ministry undersecretary, and 
Gen. Taha El Magdoub. 
Soon after the arrival of the Israelis, 
a Lear jet owned by King Hussein of 
Jordan 
brought 
the 
American 
delegate, Alfred L. Atherton Jr., the 
assistant secretary of state for the 
Near East, from Amman. 
Atherton, who had been in Jordan 
with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
was accompanied by Michael Sterner, 
his deputy, and George Sherman, a 
public affairs officer. 
U.N. 
Secretary-General 
Kurt 
Waldheim’s representative at the 
conference is Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo of 


Finland, the coordinator of U.N. 
peacekeeping operations in the Middle 
East. He flew from Tel Aviv to 
Ismailia, on the Suez Canal, and then 
drove to Cairo. 
As the delegates gathered in Cairo, 
Vance paid a three-hour courtesy visit 
to the lebanese government en route 
to Damascus. 
Awaiting the secretary of state in 
Damascus, the Syrian capital, was the 
toughest talk of his trip, 
from 
President Hafez Assad. Assad is one of 
the leading Arab opponents of Sadat’s 
peace overtures to Israel because he 
fears the Egyptian leader will make 
peace without getting the Golan 
heights back for Syria. He was con­ 
sidered certain to reject Vance’s 
suggestion that he moderate his stand.

U.S., Japan Are Far Apart 
On Trade Surplus Solution 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States and Japan are apparently still 
far apart on what to do about a 
Japanese trade surplus that has forced 
plant shutdowns and layoffs in many 
U.S. industries. 
The top American trade negotiator, 
Robert Strauss, said after talks 
Monday that Japan’s initial proposals 
involving tariff cuts on a number of 
goods imported into that country fall 
“considerably short” of U.S. demands. 


Japan’s minister for external 
economic affairs, Nobuhiko Ushiba, 
met with Strauss, Vice President 
Walter 
Mondale 
and 
Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumenthal. 
He had further meetings scheduled 
with Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Kreps, Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland and members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Japan’s worldwide exports this year 
are expected to top imports by $16 
billion. About half of that is at­ 
tributable to its trade with the United 
States. 
The Carter administration main­ 
tains that Japan’s big surplus is 
aggravating economic problems for its 
trading partners, most of which are 
already burdened with high import 
bills, especially for petroleum. 
The influx of Japanese goods into the 
United States, without any com­ 
pensating outflow of 
American 
products, has severely affected a 
number of industries, including 
televison and steel. 
Strauss said the United States is 
“looking for trade measures that will 
have an immediate effect.” 
He said the United States would like 
to see Japan slash tariffs for a wide 
range of U.S. goods, including autos,

Japan, arguing it should not be 
penalized for hard work and ef­ 
ficiency, is resisting U.S. demands to 
alter its trade policies. 
Strauss left open the possibility that 
Ushiba may be willing to make con­ 
cessions as the four days of talks 
continue. 
U.S. officials who briefed newsmen 
Monday night said the United States 
has not threatened Japan with 
retaliatory action if the American 
demands are not met. 
They said a chief purpose of this 
week’s talks is to forestall the kind of 
protectionist measures called for at 


the recent national AFL-CIO con­ 
vention in Los Angeles. 
Labor federation President George 
Meany has said that “a government 
trade policy predicated on old ideas of 
free trade is ... a prescription for 
disaster.” 
In Tokyo, U.S. Ambassador Mike 
Mansfield said in an interview with 
The Associated Press that Japan’s

are 
insufficient. 
He 
described relations between the two 
countries as being in “a crisis period.” 
Mansfield said more consideration 
should be given to increasing the flow 
of American agricultural goods to 
Japan, especially beef, oranges and 
fruit juices.

Senate conferees on the measure to 
increase payroll taxes to cover Social 
Security deficits were reported willing 
to remove from the measure an 
unrelated amendment authorizing a 
$250-per-student income tax credit for 
college tuition. 
The credit provision would be at­ 
tached to another bill instead. 
A leadership aide who would not be 
quoted by name said the House and 
Senate conferees would hold a joint 
meeting late today or Wednesday. 
The conferees have agreed on all 
provisions affecting Social Security, 
but the House members rejected the 
tuition credit rider, insisting the vote 
should come on the Social Security 
issues alone. 
The aide said he understood the 
conferees were prepared to release the 
bill and that the House Rules Com­ 
mittee was standing by to provide 
special procedures allowing a vote 
Thursday. The Senate is expected to 
act iimnediately after the House does.

probably would open the way for 
Congress to adjourn for the year on 
Thursday, as leaders have planned. 
If no Social Security bill is passed 
this year, it could delay income-tax 
cuts next year.

Califano said it is intolerable for Sen. 
William V. Roth, RDel., chief sponsor 
of the tuition credit, to hold the Social 
Security bill hostage. In reality, 
however, Roth has had the unanimous 
support of other Senate conferees 
when votes were taken. 
Senate and House conferees reached 
agreement last Friday on all parts of 
the Social Security bill itself. But they 
could not send the measure back to the 
House and Senate for final votes 
because they could not agree on the 
proposed tuition credit. 
Most 
House 
conferees 
are 
adamantly opposed to the $250-per- 
student credit and said they can never 
vote for a bill that includes it. 
Getting a Social Security bill this 
year is a top priority of the Carter 
administration. Roth said the bill 
would have been cleared on Friday for 
final action had it not been for 
“meddling” by administration of­ 
ficials. 
Roth said senior conferees from the 
Senate and House agreed early 
Thursday to allow a one-year test of 
the credit. “But the White House got 
involved and got the deal off-track,” he 
Sen. Rtissell B. Long, chairman of 
the Social Security conference com­ 
mittee, said the administration is 
“trying to move heaven and earth to 
defeat this amendment.” 
He called on the president to 
withhold judgment on the credit until 
Congress considers it. Then, if the 
administration really wants to kill it, 
he added, “let the boss man veto it.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio will 
have a new department of energy at 
midnight tonight, but not with the 
unbridled blessings of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
He told a news conference Monday 
he is letting the enabling legislation 
become law without his signature, 
because 
he 
sees 
in 
it 
some 
“duplications and complications.” He 
said he hopes its shortcomings can be 
corrected. 
At his third annual “hamburger” 
news conference, now a Christmas 
season tradition of his third-term 
administration, the governor also said 
he thinks a constitutional amendment 
may be needed to overcome alleged 
legal ills in the state’s school finance 
program. 
The 68-year-old governor fielded 
questions on a number of other sub­ 
jects after dispensing various lun­ 
cheon treats to reporters and staff, and 
said finally that he probably will spend 
the holidays in Florida but doesn’t 
know when he will leave, or how long 
he will stay. 
Rhodes announced he intends to 
appoint Robert S. Ryan, currently 
director of the Ohio Energy Resources 
and Development Agency, as head of 
the new cabinet-level energy depart­ 
ment. 
Ryan’s current office is being ab­ 
sorbed by the department, but will 
have broader functions, a bigger 
budget, and more staff. 
The governor said that while he 
favors the legislation “in principle”, 
he believes it contains problems of 
staff duplications and classifications, 
and noted that the new tax on in­ 
dustrial use of coal — enacted to 
finance the department — won’t start 
being collected until next May. 
Under the new law, on which Rhodes 
was given until midnight tonight to act 
— utilities and other industries using 
coal will pay a tax of up to 40 cents a 
ton or as low as 15 cents — depending 
on its sulfur content. Higher sulfur 
Ohio coal will be taxed tile least, to 
encourage its use. 
An estimated annual yield of about 
$13.6 million will finance the depart­ 
ment and enable it to underwrite 
various kinds of energy research, 
including coal.

said he believes it will take a con­ 
stitutional amendment to enable the 
legislature to provide more aid to low 
income school districts. 
He refused to comment on a recent 
Hamilton County court decision that 
said the present system is un­ 
constitutional because state aid is not 
equally distributed.

State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson

distribution of $6,273,728.08 in local 
government fund money to Ohio’s 88 
counties and 388 villages and cities 
levying local income taxes.

established new safeguards for the use 
of intraocular lenses. 
Intraocular lenses are plastic lenses 
surgically implanted in the eye 
following removal of the natural 
lenses, most frequently because of 
cataracts. About 400,000 people are 
operated on annually for cataracts. 
About 50,000 Americans have received 
lens implants over the past 20 years, 
with most being in the past few years. 
Until now, intraocular lenses have 
been generally available for use by eye 
surgeons. However, last year Congress 
passed the Medical Devices Law, 
which gave FDA increased authority 
over devices such as intraocular 
lenses. 
The new requirements, to be 
published November ll in the 
Federal Register, limit intraocular 
lenses, including those now on the 
market, to investigational use only.

These restrictions are needed 
because there have been reports of 
more than IOO serious injuries, in­ 
cluding five eye losses, after in­ 
traocular lens implantation. The in­ 
juries appear related to inadequate 
quality control and manufacturing 
practices. 
FDA in July 1977 ordered one 
manufacturer to notify 650 physicians 
and hospitals that had received 
shipments of 7,700 lenses that could 
cause irritation and infection. About 
1,200 of these lenses already had been 
implanted. Ninety-four patients ex­ 
perienced adverse reactions and some 
required surgical removal of the 
lenses. 
The regulation takes effect upon 
Dublication in the Federal Register.

If any doubt remained that 
the nation s labor force was 
undergoing major changes, it 
should have been dispelled by 
November's 
performance. 
The number of new jobs 
created in that one month 
amounted to almost one 
million—the largest increase 
for a single month in almost 
two decades. 
But the unemployment rate 
dropped only one-tenth of a 
percent. Such an insignificant 
change in the unemployment 
rate means almost as many 
people entered the labor 
market looking for jobs as 
found them. Where are these 
armies of new job seekers 
coming from? 
Officials of the U.S. Labor 
D e p a r t m e n t 
f r a n k l y 


acknowledge they do not 
know. The figures on the labor 
force have them stumped, 
although they vaguely suggest 
the situation may be due to an 
unusually large number of 
women entering the labor 
force for the first time. 
That explanation may be 
wearing thin. Obviously more 
women are seeking jobs, and 
finding them, than ever before 
in American society. As the 
cost of living—meaning in­ 
flation—continues to rise, 
more families need the added 
income. 
But aren’t there possibly 
some other explanations for 
the rapidly expanding labor 
force? The government’s own 
Labor Department has been 
telling us that record numbers 


of aliens have been coming 
into the United States illegally 
for the last several years. No 
one knows how many, of 
course, but estimates range up 
to two million in the last fiscal 
year alone. 


What do all these people do 
after they arrive here? Many 
of them undoubtedly seek any 
kind of work they can find. It 
might be safer for them to 
seek employment than to take 
a chance on discovery and 
deportation by applying for 
welfare. 


But for labor specialists to 
confess they don’t know who is 
filling the ranks of labor in 
record numbers is incredible. 
That is what they are paid to 
know. 
Tis Not The Season

NEW YORK - This is the busiest 
season of the year for millions of 
Americans, most of whom approach 
Christmas and Hanukkah with love in 
their hearts. 
But the Better Business Bureaus of 
the land remind us that if love is blind 
— larceny thrives. 
At this special season, the gyp artists 
traditionally enjoy their annual, 
profitable flings at our generosity and 
(unless we watch it) naivete. 
Make a mental note, warn the BBBs, 
to avoid the following dangers of the 
holiday shopping season. . . 
At Christmas, almost every citizen is 
likely to be approached for donations 
to a variety of charities. Questionable 
charities, which provide little or no 
service for the contributions they 
collect, are known to take keen ad­ 
vantage of the giving spirit of 
Christmas. So, should you be ap­ 
proached by a charity which is 
unknown to you, either reject the 
solicitation, or phone a local Better 
Business Bureau for a factual fill-in on 
the organization. 
' The gift brochures which have 
flooded the mails since before Thanks­ 
giving are alluring. But some of them 
represent rackets which thrive in pre- 
Christmas confusion. Many — in fact, 
most — mail-order approaches are 
convenient sources of gifts. However, 
some mail-order firms are fraudulent. 
One example: A woman is sent a claim 
stub stating that a shipper is holding a 
package in her name, which will be 
sent upon return of the stub and a 
modest sum of money. 
“Don’t fall for this ancient game,” 
stated BBB, “which appeals to the 
curiosity of thousands of people each 
year. What you receive will be vir­ 
tually worthless.” 
If you are a middle-class American. 
it is almost inevitable that you will 
receive merchandise which you didn’t 
order and don’t particularly want — 
along with a request for a charitable 
donation in return for the contribution. 
Some reputable charities may send 
out these unsolicited mementoes, 
appealing o the goodwill and the in­ 
cipient guilt of the person who receives 
it. And many kindly citizens then send 
in donations, because their con­ 
sciences forbid accepting a “gift” 
without paying for it. Other people 
bundle up the contribution — usually 
Christmas cards, a handkerchief, 
pencil, tie or booklet — and mail it 
back to the charity at their own ex­ 
pense. 
However, you are 
under no 
obligation either to return such gifts, 
or to acknowledge them, or pay for 
them. By law, such merchandise is an 


outright gift to you and you may keep it 
without any response. 
The C.O.D. swindle is a flourishing 
racket which is costly not only 
financially but psychologically. A 
delivery man may ring your doorbell 
and ask to collect for a package 
arriving C.O.D. for your neighbor, who 
is not at home. “Unless you know the

Not Come Up 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
proposed law requiring deposits on soft 
drink and malt beverage bottles and 
cans may not come before the General 
Assembly 
until 
January 
1979, 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown said 
Monday. 
“The deadline for filing petitions for 
the citizen proposed law is Dec. 23, but 
if a previous Ohio Supreme Court 
interpretation of a legislative session 
applies in this case, the legislation will 
go before the General Assembly in 
January 1979, not this January,” said 
Brown.

Speaking Of Your Health

I’ve had an ulcer most of my adult 
life. It usually flares up about once a 
year. I hear there’s a new treatment 
for ulcers that can cure them once and 
for all. Is this true? 
Mr. D.S., Texas. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
The drug that you’re referring to is 
called cimetidine. A long time ago, I 
referred to this drug in my column. 
After long experimental studies, it has 
bejen released by the Food and Drug 
Administration. So this new drug has 
revolutionized the treatment of 
duodenal ulcers. 
The drug reduces the secretion of 
hydrochloric acid in the stomach, a 
most important factor in the per­ 
petuation and recurrence of peptic 
ulcers in the duodenum. 
The rate of'healing of an ulcer is 
markedly increased with the use of 
this drug. In many instances, healing 
takes place within two weeks. With 
people who have recurrences of ulcers 
(frequently in the early spring and 
fall), early use of the drug may abort 
the problems usually associated with 
duodenal ulcers. 


Surgery is not always necessary, 
especially if the cyst does not interfere 
with normal walking or movement of 
the knee. 
Surgical removal of the cyst is not a 
complicated or serious operation. 
Recovery is rapid and there is no in­ 
terference with the normal functioning 
of the knee after surgery. 


Is a Baker cyst a dangerous con­ 
dition? Does it go away by itself or is 
surgery required? 
Mrs. H.S.B.,Fla. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
A Baker cyst (no relationship to 
occupation) was first described by an 
English surgeon, Dr. William M. 
Baker, many years ago. Fluid ac­ 
cumulates in the back of the knee, but 
does not involve the knee joint itself. 


Is ether still used for anesthesia? I 
remember how it smelled when I was a 
child and had my tonsils taken out. I’m 
64. I’m going to have an operation and 
dread the idea of ether again. 
Mr. E.S.,W.Va. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
Many of us recall unpleasant ether 
sensations. The smell and the dizziness 
remain in the memory for a long time. 
It’s not unusual for patients about to 
undergo surgery to recall vividly their 
first experience with this drug. 
Although ether is still one of the 
safest anesthetics, it is not being used 
with as great a frequency as formerly 
because of the many newer chemicals 
that have been devised. The newer 
ones have an equally high degree of 
safety with fewer unpleasant af­ 
termaths. Hie nausea, so commonly 
identified with ether, can now be 
almost totally avoided with these new 
anesthetics. 
A tribute must be paid to the modern 
anesthesiologists who play a vital role 
before, during and after surgery. Their 
training and skill have minimized 
many of the risks of anesthesia and 
have contributed immeasurably to the 
safety record of modern surgery.

Nightmares Still 
Haunt Author Of 
‘Black Like M e' 


FORT WORTH, Texas (A P) - John 
Howard Griffin says nightmares of 
being lynched by a mob still haunt him 
— 18 years after he darkened his skin 
chem ically and toured the South as a 
black man. 
They started when he began to get 
hate m ail after recording his thoughts 
of that experience in a book, “ Black 
Like Me.” 
The m ail had subsided in recent 
years, until last Tuesday when a letter 
G riffin called “ one of the most vicious 
I have ever received” came in the m ail 
from Wisconsin. 
A few hours later he awoke from the 
latest nightm are with what he 
described as “ a devastating attack.” 
He was not hospitalized, but said he 
spent several hours on a respirator 
kept at his home. 
G riffin, 57, suffered a heart attack 
last year. He also is troubled by 
diabetes and a bone disease that has 
kept him in a wheelchair for several 
years. 
The letter expressed regret that two 
of G riffin’s black friends had recently 
died slow, painful deaths from cancer. 
It suggested they should have been 
tarred, feathered and lynched years 
ago. 
The letter added that G riffin should 
have been hanged in person rather 
than in effigy as he was in Mansfield, 
Texas — where he was living when the 
million-seller book was published. 
Why the letter after all these years? 
“ I guess those things are still too 
close to the surface,” G riffin said in an 
interview. 
G riffin said that even more painful 
than his constant struggle with illness 
is his belief that the tentative “ un­ 
derstanding” he witnessed between 
whites and blacks in the 1960s is 
sinking back into prejudice. 
“ What we’ve got now is a turn­ 
around,” said Griffin. “ And you don’t 
know how incredibly disheartening 
EPA Goes After 
Steel Industry 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The steel 
industry is “ at or near the top” of the 
Environm ental Protection Agency’s 
list of industries that have been slow in 
meeting air and w ater pollution 
standards, according to the head of the 
EPA . 
The steel industry will.be the targ et, 
of a vigorous enforcement campaign 
because of this, EPA administrator 
Douglas Costle said. 
“ The steel industry today — un­ 
controlled — is not only an unhealthy 
place to work, it’s a hazard to those 
who live near its plants,” Costle said. 
He made his remarks in a copyright 
interview in the current issue of U.S. 
News and World Report, released 
Sunday. 
Costle said steel production accounts 
for more than onefifth of all par­ 
ticulate emissions in the United States 
and is responsible for the toxic 
chemicals arsenic and cyanide, which 
have been found in water supplies. 
He estimated that bringing the in­ 
dustry into line with federal pollution 
standards would raise the cost of steel 
production by 5 percent. 
Costle said “ reasonable compliance 
tables on a plant-by-plant basis” could 
be worked out to bring steel and other 
industries into voluntary compliance 
with the federal regulations.

W ASHINGTON (A P) - Break 
CBers, the radio industry is about to 
give you a Christmas present — the 
lowest CB radio prices you’ve ever 
seen. 


It’s not quite by choice, but the ef­ 
fect’s the same — prices for 23-channel 
models dropping, some believe, to as 
little as $9.95 by year’s end. 


And a comparable drop in 40-channel 
model prices, just to keep them 
competitive with 23-channel sales. 
“ This is going to be the best thing 
that ever happened to the CB con­ 
sumer,” says Mark V. Rosenker, 
public relations director for the 
Comm unications D ivision of the 
Electronic Industries Association, a 
trade group. 
“ And it w ill be coming at the best 
time, at the Christmas season,” he 
adds. 
What’s causing the drastic drop in 
CB prices? 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission has ruled that 23-channel 
CB sets with less stringent technical 
specifications cannot be sold after 
Dec. 31. 
And depending on whose estimates 
you believe, more than a million such 
sets rem ain in the distribution 
pipeline. 
That means all those radios must be 


sold in another three weeks, or 
somebody’s going to be stuck with 
them. 


So you can expect the already low 
prices for CB sets to drop even lower 
as retailers try to unload their supply. 


Prices of 23-channel sets have 
dropped steadily since the FCC an­ 
nounced in Ju ly 1976 the expansion 
from 23 to 40 channels effective last 
Jan. I.

At that time, the FCC ordered 
tighter technical specifications in the 
new 40-channel radios aimed, in part, 
at 
reducing 
interference 
with 
television and other home electronic 
entertainment equipment. 


And it set a D ec.tfl, 1977 deadline for 
selling 23-channel sets with looser 
specs. That deadline was upheld by the 
FCC last month. 


Twenty-three channel sets once 
selling for about $200 now are ad­ 
vertised for less than $50. 


And the prices are going to drop even 
more as dealers continue to discount 
their prices to clear their shelves, 
predicts Rosenker. 
“ All in all,” he says, “ the next few 
weeks are going to see some incredible 
sales.”

Letters To Santa 
From State Officials 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With the 
legislature running a little late this 
year into December, members and 
state officials tied up with legislative 
matters had to get their letters off to 
Santa Claus quickly. 
However, since no officials’ request, 
in prior years, for a really good 
Statehouse “plumber” ever has been 
honored by the portly gentleman in red 
and white, newsmen were able to in­ 
tercept most of their messages. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, who has had 
a good year politically, didn’t ask for 
much in his request to Santa. Just a 
few more industries for Ohio — like 
Honda, Montgomery Ward, Miller 
Brewing, Ford, and others already on 
the hook or near commitment. 
Rhodes did lament, as an af­ 
terthought, that he longs for the days 
when the legislature didn’t meet all the 
time — and he could fly off for some 
golfing in Florida. The governor, who 
likes to survive on junk foods, also 
wants a good supply of Dutch loaf, 
peanuts, cheese, and popcorn. 
Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste, who is 
running for governor next year, wants 
St. Nick to recommend someone to run 
with him for lieutenant governor on the 
joint election system Ohio will use in 
1978 for the first time — ideally a 
iftinority 
group 
moderate-to- 
conservative Democrat with no 
enemies and real ballot appeal. A 
woman, maybe? 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-New Boston, told Santa he really 
could use a couple of weeks in Hawaii, 
away from telephones, but would settle 
for the days when the legislature didn’t 
meet all the time, or need to. 
Senate Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-Akron, wants a com­ 
prehensive plan to finance Ohio’s 
public school system that would please 
everyone — and short of that, one that 
would keep the legislature from having 
to meet all the time. 
House Minority Leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-Perrysburg, an announced 
GOP candidate for governor, told 
Santa he wished nothing bad to happen 
to Rhodes, just a decision that to retire 
would be in the three-term governor’s 
best interest (and Kurfess’). 
Senate Minority Leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-Cincinnati, asked for some 
additional members for his 12-member 
caucus in the 38-member Senate, so he 


no longer would have to listen to 
cracks about his troops “meeting in a 
phone booth.” 
Other intercepted requests included 
those of Democratic Attorney General 
William J. Brown, who probably will 
run for governor, for a moderate- 
to liberal running mate with no 
enemies and ballot appeal; Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown, who may run 
again and wants Santa to keep the 
instant voter debacle of Democrats 
fresh in the minds of voters until next 
November.

(AP) - The 
Kendalls have overcome the odds to 
register one of the big country music 
hits of 1977, “Heaven’s Just a Sin 
Away.” 
The father-daughter duo has been 
working against this stacked deck: 
—“Heaven’s Just a Sin Away” was 
recorded as the B-side. 
—It was one of the first country 
music releases for Ovation Records, a 
small label. 
—No other father-daughter duo has 
ever become nationally known in 
country music. 
—They originally paid to record in 
Nashville and turned out a hit. Hun­ 
dreds of other people have arranged 
such custom sessions and gained 
nothing. 
“Our whole career has been against 
the odds,” says 24-year-old Jeannie 
Kendall. 
The odds have been battered. 
“Heaven’s Just a Sin Away” has been 
No. I for as long as four weeks on some 
national country music charts. 
“The people love it,” says Royce 
Kendall, a 43-year-old former barber. 
“ People want to hear it 30 minutes at a 
time. We played it three times in a row 
the other night. I wish I knew the 
secret to it. I don’t know what ii has, 
but if I did, I could make a lot of 
money.” 
The secret may be the harmony, 
with Jeannie’s soprano backed by her 
father’s deeper blend. 
“I’ve sung harmony for years,” 
Kendall said. “ I may not be good at it, 
but I like it. She’s good to sing har­ 
mony with because she’s on key good. 
Also, I think the harmony may come 
natural because we’re related.” 
The song was the flip side of the 
original A-side, “ Live and Let Live.” 


But several radio stations began 
reporting numerous requests for 
“Heaven’s Just a Sin Away.” 
“We didn’t recognize its potential,” 
Kendall said. “ But I do remember 
saying that I kind of liked it.” 
The father and daughter began 
singing around home in St. Louis when 
Jeannie was 15 or so. Then in 1970, they 
took the big step and moved to Nash­ 
ville. 
“We decided we had to go all the way 
in it or forget it,” said Kendall, who 
packed away his barber shears per­ 
manently. “ Life is a gamble. I got out 
of barbering at the right time because 
long hair came in. The shop went out of 
business later.” 
The Kendalls have been told that 
they were ahead of their time when 
they entered the business. The buying 
public just wasn’t ready for country 
groups in the early 1970s, music of­ 
ficials told them.

Dallas Wins 
'Fun Game', 42-35 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
halftime show, featuring a fireworks 
display that got out of hand, was 
topped only by the offensive fireworks 
generated by the Dallas Cowboys and 
San Francisco 49ers. 
“It was a fun game for the fans,” 
said Tony Dorsett, the Cowboys’ star 
rookie who scored two touchdowns in 
Monday night’s 42-35 National Football 
League victory. 
“ Personally, I’d rather be in a 
lopsided game with us on top,” he 
added. 
“If someone had said there would be 
77 points scored, I wouldn’t have 
believed it,” said Coach Ken Meyer of 
the 49ers, whose team totaled only 29 
points in losing its first four games of 
the season. 
“You’d never know we had the No. 2 
and No. 3 defenses in the conference,” 
declared Cowboys Coach Tom Landry, 
pleased with the victory but concerned 
because, “ We didn’t play much 
defense.” 
The playoffs are two weeks away for 
Dallas, whose 11-2 record is best in the 
National Conference, and Monday 
night’s victory assured the Cowboys of 
the home field advantage in all playoff 
games. Next Sunday, the Denver 
Broncos of the AFC will bring a 12-1 
record into Texas Stadium as the two 
possible Super Bowl opponents size 
each other up in a regular season 
finale. 
“We’re going to have to play an 
awfully lot better,” said Cowboys 
quarterback Roger Staubach. 
Staubach threw for three touch­ 
downs and 220 yards, San Francisco 
quarterback Jim Plunkett answered 
with four touchdown throws and 263 
yards, while Dorsett had 92 yards 
rushing and 39 on pass receptions in 
the big night for the three former 
Heisman Trophy winners.

Team emotion and outside criticism 
are two facets which the coach of the 
New England Patriots finds harder to 
deal with in pro football than in the 
college game. 


“ The pro season is so long it seems 
like two college seasons,” says Chuck 
Fairbanks, one of the few coaches to 
make a successful transition from the 
campus to the high-pressured money 
sport. 
“ It is much more difficult to 
maintain a frame of mind. In college, 
there are so many outside forces — 
alumni, fellow students and things like 
that — to keep players’ spirits up.” 


The 1977 campaign definitely has 
been two seasons for Fairbanks. Off to 
a slow start because of contract 
squabbles with two of the leading of­ 
fensive linemen, Leon Gray and John 
Hannah, the New Englanders have 
rallied to win their last four games and 
keep alive their playoff hopes. 
They play the Colts in Baltim ore’s 
Memorial Stadium Sunday, needing a 
victory plus a Miam i defeat at the 
hands of Buffalo to wind up atop toe 
N FL’s knotted American Conference 
East. 


It’s a long shot, but Fairbanks has 
been accustomed to pulling off 
m iracles in a brilliant career that has 
run the gamut from high school to 
college assistant, college and finally 
the pros. 
He compiled a remarkable 52-15-1 
record at the University of Okalhoma 
before succumbing to toe lure of the 
pros in January, i973, when he became 
general manager and head coach of 
the Patriots. 


It was a chancy move. John M cKay, 
who jumped from the security of toe 
University of Southern California to 
take over the expansion Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers prior to toe 1976 season, 
said recently he wouldn’t recommend 
to any college coach that he take a pro 
job. After losing 26 straight games, toe 
Buccaneers finally broke toe barrier 
Sunday by beating New Orleans 33-14. 


“ I would hesitate to advise anyone 
m yself,” the 44-year-old Fair baulks 
said from his Boston office. “ First of 
all, a college coach wouldn’t even be 
approached unless he were highly 
successful. Then he probably would be 
asked to take over an unsuccessful 
team. Successful teams don’t make 
changes. 
“ It’s a tough decision, to leave a 
place where you are well entrenched 
for a job entailing so many risks. You 
have to win. If you don’t win, it’s a 
short life.” 
Why then would Fairbanks, who had 
the world by toe tail at Oklahoma, fall 
for the lure? 
“ Personal ego maybe,” he replied. 


“ A new challenge. After having 
coached high school and college, I 
wanted to prove to myself that I could 
make a go of it in toe pros. Economics, 
of course, were a factor. I haven’t been 
sorry.” 
A mixed fate has befallen other 
successful college coaches who got the 
pro itch. Dan Devine went from 
Missouri to the Green Bay Packers to 
Notre Dame, tau Holtz left a soft spot 
at North Carolina State for the New 
York Jets, deserting in less than a year 
to go to Arkansas. 


Devine felt he was sandbagged at 
Green Bay. Holtz got turned off when 


he sought to talk to his quarterback, 
Joe Namath. “ You can’t talk to Joe 
directly,” he was told. “ You have to go 
through his manager, Jim m y Walsh.” 
Tommy Prothro left UCLA for the 
tas Angeles Rams, lost his job there 
and wound up with toe San Diego 
Chargers. Notre Dame’s Ara Par- 
seghian and Alabama’s Bear Bryant 
spurned numerous pro offers. Don 
C oryell, like Fairbanks, made a 
propitious jump from San Diego State 
to the St. tauis Cardinals. 
Fairbanks 
acknowledged 
that 
college and pro football, while 
technically alike, in some aspects are 
two different games.

“I think I’m most con­ 
cerned now with pacing 
myself, because doing too 
much too quickly can be 
commercially dangerous. An 
actor can get overexposed, 
and I want to avoid that.”

“I don’t like getting the 
script the day before we’re 
scheduled to shoot and have 
to go in and just do it. I’d 
rather have a little input into 
what I’m doing. 
“When we first started 
working with the pilot for 
‘The Hardy Boys’,” he said, 
“I repeatedly asked the 
producer, ‘How do you see the 
character?” 
“I never did get an answer. 
I think they were waiting to 
see how things went. 
“So I started reading some 
of the (Hardy Boys) books, 
tried to get some ideas from 
them,” Stevenson said. “I 
found I had to go more and 
more to myself for feeling for 
the part.” 
The approach apparently 
was successful, and the show 
became a hit despite Sunday 
evening competition from 
CBS’ popular “60 Minutes.”

COLUMBUS - The idea that winter 
is the time to hibernate is true for 
many animal species. It is not true, 
however, for the thousands of people 
who enjoy cold-weather activities in 
Ohio’s state parks. 
Outdoor enthusiasts can enjoy cross­ 
country skiing, hiking, ice boating, ice 
fishing, 
sledding, 
ice 
skating, 
snowmobiling or winter camping in 
many of the 65 state-operated parks. 
“Ohio’s state parks, open year 
round, are ideal for a mini-vacation 
where you can enjoy winter’s natural 
beauty 
without 
traveling 
long 
distances,” said Ralph Vanzant, Chief 
of the Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources' (ODNR) Division of Parks 
and Recreation. 
From Nov. I through March 31,1978, 
the state parks are open from 8 a.m. to 
8:30 p.m. daily, except John Bryan, 
Nelson-Kennedy ledges and Hocking 
Hills state parks which close one-half 
hour after sunset. 
Nature enthusiasts can enjoy a 
leisurely hike along one of the parks’ 
scenic trails or roads without crowds 
or noise. 
Each year, ODNR holds its Annual 
Winter Hike at Hocking Hills State 
Park in Hocking County. The six-mile 
trek, scheduled for Saturday, Jan. 21, 
1978, gives participants a chance to see 
some of the state’s most spectacular 
natural sites.

A minimum ice thickness of five

snowmobiling on lake surfaces. There 
must be snow or ice on the ground and 
the sub-surface soil must be frozen 
before the trails can be used. 
State snowmobile areas are open 
from 6 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. daily. When 
the ice on the state park lakes is thick 
enough, Ohio’s growing number of ice 
boaters can launch their hard-water 
crafts on the state’s 42 state park 
lakes. 
Signs are posted at each of the lakes 
indicating whether the ice is thick 
enough to support ice boats. 
Ohio’s state parks are also ideal for 
the ever-popular winter pastimes of 
sledding, ice skating, ice fishing and 
winter camping. 
Camping enthusiasts will want to 
attend one of ODNR’s winter cam- 
pouts. 
The popular campouts will be held 
Feb. 10-12, at Mt. Gilead State Park in 
Morrow County; Feb. 17-19, at Pike 
Lake State Park in Pike County and 
Feb. 24-26, at Hueston Woods State 
Park in Preble and Butler counties. 
The Hueston Woods winter campout 
will kick off the first of three con­ 
secutive weekends of festivities held 
during the Maple Sugar Festival there. 
In addition to early American craft 
exhibits, Ohioans can see how the 
pioneers tapped maple trees and 
boiled the sap into syrup. 
The Maple Sugar Festival at 
Hueston Woods is scheduled for the 
weekends of Feb. 25-26,1978, March 4- 
5,1978, and March 11-12,1978. 
Park visitors can stay overnight at 
many of the state park camping areas, 
cabins or lodges. 
Vanzant recommends that visitors 
planning to stay overnight contact the 
park office in advance to ensure 
facilities are available. 
“We are implementing several 
energy-saving measures this winter 
which should only have a minimal 
effect on state park visitors,” Vanzant 
said. 
To conserve energy in the state park 
campgrounds, heated washhouses in 
the Class A and Class B camping areas 
will not be open through March 31, 
1978. For campers using these areas 
this winter, portable toilets will be 
installed and drinking water will be 
available. 
Cabin reservations are being ac­ 
cepted during the winter months for a 
limited number of cabins at Salt Fork, 
Hueston Woods, Mohican and Lake 
Hope state parks. 
Burr Oak and Shawnee state park 
lodges will only accept reservations 
for Friday and Saturday nights during 
the winter months. 
All other state park lodges will ac­ 
cept reservations seven days a week 
throughout the cold-weather months. 
These lodges are Salt Fork, Pun­ 
derson, Hueston Woods, and Mohican 
state parks.

OTTAWA, Ohio (AP) — Ohio farm­ 
ers may not be demonstrating as 
actively as those in other states but 
that doesn’t mean they’re not sup­ 
porting efforts to get higher prices for 
their crops, an official of the Ohio 
Farmer’s Union said Monday. 
“The movement is not as strong in 
Ohio as other states because we have 
many farmers who have outside work 
to supplement their farm income,” 
Charlie 
Nash, 
director 
of 
the 
organization which represents about 
25,000 of Ohio’s 100,000 farmers. “We 
have much industry in Ohio where 
farmers can find work. In other states 
families are totally dependent on 
agriculture.” 
“But the union endorses the concept 
of IOO percent parity,” Nash said. 
“And the protest is one that is 
justified.” 
“The farmer is in a serious financial 
situation and the general public has to 
become more aware of it. ” 
Nash said grassroots efforts like the 
national farm strike currently under 
discussion in the agriculture industry 
would 
be 
effective 
in 
getting 
legislation he said is needed to help the 
farmers. 
About 150 farmers from 28 states 
gathered at a Denver motel on Monday 
to lay final plans for a nationwide 
strike by farmers on Wednesday. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
American 
Agriculture, the Colorado-based group 
organizing the strike, said the 
discussion concerned strike tactics 
and the nature of federal legislation 
the organization would seek to achieve 
its prime goal — IOO percent parity for 
farm products. 
The spokesman, Keith Thomas, said 
it would be premature to discuss 
specifics of either topic. Strike plans, 
he said, largely were being formed on 
the local level. 
American Agriculture supporters 
say that as of Wednesday they will not 
produce or sell food or buy farm 
supplies until farmers are assured IOO 
percent parity. 
American Agriculture has 
no 
membership rolls and assessing the 
impact of a work stoppage on farms is 
difficult. Farmers turned out in about 
30 states and Washington this past 
weekend to stage motorcades and 
strike rallies, but federal officials have

said they expect the strike to have 
little impact. 
Parity is an economic yardstick, an 
indicator that relates farm prices to 
the cost of farm living and production 
to gove a general measure of the 
purchasing power of farmers. 
At IOO percent parity, an efficient 
farmer who is not wiped out by 
weather would be assured a moderate 
profit when he marketed his products 
or livestock.
